in stocks. Tuesday Dye left ‘lavor, 
starting for Council Bluffs. Gr.gury 
followed and kept track of the bunk 
officer all day. He says he found thal 
Dye, after drinking to excess, w«nt to 
the Board of ‘rade in Omaha and op- 
erated among the bucket shops until 
the close of the market, after which he 
continued drinking. 

_ Hastening to Tabor, Gregory reported 
to the divectors his discovery ad a 
hasty exaijination of the banks books 
were made.

HUSBANDFALLS FAINTING 





He Went to Scene Without 
Knowing Identity of the 
Heroic Woman. 





With the swift express train bearing 
down upon her, Mrs. Molile Finch of 
21288 Cleveland avenue, East St. Louis, 
threw her baby boy, Arthur, aged i18 
months, to safety at the side of the 
track, then sank beneath the wheels 
of the engine to her death. 

Mrs. Finch had been visiting a friend, 
Mrs. William Brandt, at 4190. North 
Twentyv-seventh street. 

It. was while trying to make a short 
cut in returning home that she lost her 
life 

Carrying her baby in her arms, 
walked east on Illinois avenue to the 
tracks of the Valley Railroad, over 
which trains of the Iron Mountain 5ys- 
tem are run. 

Mrs. Finch was well acquainted with 
the yards gi this point, and she knew 
that westbound trains used the r.gh: 
track, but she had so frequently taken 
this short cut that she was nvt care- 
ful to walk in the eastbound track, 
where she coujd have -seen an ap- 
proaching train. 

Didn’t Hear the Train. 

She had aimost reacned the Cleveland 
avenue crossing and in a few seconds 
would have been safe, when @ pa.sen- 
ger train came rushing around a curve 
‘behind. The only eye-witness who saw 
her at this time said that she might 
have saved herself, but apparent:y S8..¢ 
did not hear the-train until it was al- 
most upon her. 

When she realized her danger, she in- 
stinctively hurled her baby to the side 
of the track. As she did so the train 
struck her down, killing her instantly. 

The train was stopped, and passen- 
gers hurried back where the woman 
lay. One of them, a physician, found 
the baby lying unconscious ten feet 
west of the track. 

The child was taken to the home of 
Mrs. Durkin at 2207 Cleveland averus, 
where he was revived and found to be 
 anburt, 
| Mrs. Finch’s body was removed to @ 
| private morgue. She was identified by 
| Wiliam Brandt, her brother-in-law, at 
whose home she had been call-ng.

~ADMONISHES SON 


Makes a Bequest Contingent 
Upon His Behavior at 
the Funeral. 


The will of John George Burbach, 
saddle-tree manufacturer, who killed 
himself with a revolver at his home, 
3525 North Ninth street last Tuesday, 
was filed for probate Saturday. The 
estatg is valued at $5000. 

To his daughter, Caroline Bartels, he 
bequeaths $100. His son, Louts W. Bur- 
bach, is to receive $300 on condition 
that he does not object to the presence 
at the testator’s funeral of any of his 
children, grandchildren, sons-in-law or 
i his daughter-in-law. 

If he should make such objection the 
| bequest is to go to the children of Louis 
|W. Burbach. He leaves $0 to his 
daughter in-law, Dora Burbach, widow 
of his son, George, and the same 
amount to each of her four children. 
He bequeaths nothing to his son Frede- 
‘rick, but the son’s children are to re- 
ceive $100 each. 

The bequests to minors are to be held 
in trust by Lambert E. Walther. To his 
‘daughter, Lottie Frowitter, wife of 
lLouls Frowitter, he leaves $300 which is 
to be paid to her if she shalkbe a widow 
or be divorceac at the time the will is ad- 
ministered. If she be not divorced or a 
_ widow the money is to be he:d in trust 
for her until she is 3 years oid. The re- 
mainder of the estate is left in trust for 
his wife, Christina. Upon her death it is 
to be divided among the other heirs. 

Burbach’'s motive for suicide was that 
he feared he was going blind.

Mrs. Brennan is the second wife of 
Mr. Brennan and is the stepmother of 
the children. She and her husband 
have frequently had trouble about the 
children. 

The shooting occurred about 1:30 a. m.

Delay Will Gain Nothing. 

“T take it that the best argument that 
could be made against a free combina- 
tion railroad and wagon bridge were 
presented at this discussion. Those. ar- 
guments failed to convince the members 
of the Business Men’s League, who 
heard them, as was shown by the pre- 
liminary votes. The opponents of the 
free bridge all along have made no 
clear argument against a free bridge. 
They have always had recourse to tariff 
sheets, absorption, rates, differentials | 
and switching charges, which served no 
purpose other than to befog the argu- 
ment. Then they have ‘told the free 
bridge advocates that the subject of 
the arbitrary was too large for them. 
Notping can be gained in the way of 
information by a longer walt. 

‘The Municipal Terminals Commis- 
sion appears to be pursuing a similar 
course. It is not oonsidering a free 
bridge as a remedy for the arbitrary. 
The bond bill presented by the Mayor 
is the best proof of this. It contains 
no provision for a free bridge. The bill 
authorizing a vote of the people on the 
free bridge and the bonds can go on 
without. interfering with any project 
which the Municipal Terminals Com- 
mission may have for the improvement 
of the terminal conditions. There is, 
therefore, no reason for a delay in the 
consideration of the bill for a _ free 
bridge vote. St. L@mjs would need a 
free highway over the river even if 
there were no arbitrary. The Ways 
and Means Committee should report the 
measure without further delay.” 

Judge J. R. Kinealy spoke in a sim- 
ilar vein. “The Municipal Assembly 


pill, which simply submits the question 
tdé*a vote,’ he said. “The people are 
not asking the Assembly to vote for a 
free bridge, but they are asking that 
they, the people themSelves, be allowed 
to vote on the question of a free bridge. 
The fact that the city’s officials intro- 
duced a bond bill shows that such a 
measure is needed. It will cost no more 
to submit the free bridge question to a 
vote of the people at the same time that 
the bond bill is submitted. The May- 
or’s bill denies the people an oppor- 
tunity to vote on the free bridge ques- 
tion. I cannot understand how there 
should be any hesitancy on the part 
of the Municipal Assembly to pass such 
a measure.” 

Judge Leo Rassieur proved in his talk 
that the authorization of a bond issue 
would diminish rather than incfease the 
taxes on the people of St. Louis, 

“We are now paying out of our cur- 
rent revenue for the erection of pubic 
buildinge,’’, he gaid.. “If the bonds were 
issued this drain on the revenue would 
be closed. The interest on the bonds 
would naturally’ be less than the cost 
of ereoting-the buildings. We are now 
paying out. of otir revenue for the erec- 
tion of a city’ hospital. Our desceng- 
ants should sh that expense with 
us, as they will be equal] beneficiaries 
with us.”’ 

“The slogan, ‘No Bridge, No Bonds,’

J. T. Coff®y cited as one of 
the concerns which had been threat- 
ened with loss of trade by certain brew- 
ery interests for refusing to permit the 
circulation in its factory of an anti-lid 
petition in the hands of a representa- 
tive of the German-American Alliance, 
made a circumstantial denial of Fr. 
Coffey’s statement Saturday. 

“I received an anti-lid circular and 
petition from the German-American A]- 
liance through the mails, and I threw 
it into the waste basket, not because 
I favor or oppose the lid, but because I 
do not mix anything else with busi- 
ness,’ said Mr. Fehlig to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ; 

“Il have had no interview with any 
member of the German-American Al- 
liance, and no representative of the 
hrewery interests has said a word to 
me on the subject of the lid. I know 
Father Coffey ofily through the public 
prints, and have nothing either for or 
against him. I insist on a strict neuy- 
trality so far as my business is con- 
cerned, and my personal Views are my 
personal concern. 


Does No Brewery Work. 


“I have done practically no brewery 
work for the past five years, because 
I employ non-union labor, and the 
brewery wants the union label on their 
work.

NEW YORK EDITORIAL OPINION 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nev. 4—rne World 
irankly tell its reason for opposing mu- 
nicipal membership of public utilities in 
this city. 

“There are no insuperable obstacles 
in the way of the city’s franchising al- 
most any undertaking in municipal 
ownership. The fundamental objections 
are governmental. 

“The theory of municipal ownership 
is admirable enough. The political prac- 
tices of boss-ridden government consti- 
tute the rock upon which municipal op- 
eration would be sure to split. It is 
not the principle but the practice that 
is all wrony. 

“Of ail the great capitals of the world 
New York has the rottenest and most 
corrupt government. It is ruled by a 
boss, and bossism is an established in- 
stitution. 


“Municipal ownership and operation 
of all public utilities would place 106,- 
000 voters under the boss. One voter 
in @very six would be an officeholder. 
and a cog in the system. The power of 
the boss would be doublefi. His oppor- 
tunity for theft and plumder would be 
multiplied ten fold. The city would be 
at his mercy, for more thian half of the 
voters would be either relatives or 
friends or adherents of his 106,000 of- 
fice-holders. 

“The government would go from bad 
to worse—from corruption to unspeak- 
able corruption; from boss rule to boss 
despotism; from ‘honest graft’ to hoot.

A NOVEL OF MISSOURI LIFE. 


A T its regular meeting this week the Once-a-Week Book Club devoted its 








attention to “Stork’s Nest,” a novel of North Missouri life, by J. 
Breckenridge Ellis, which Moffatt. Yard & Co. published. 

“I don't know who Mr. Ellis is.” said the Artist, “but I’m glad to wel- 
come a man who isn’t afraid to handle native types in a faithful and home- 
ly picturing. He does this very well, too.’ 

“He does it remarkably well,’’ commented the former Congressman. 

stumped Northern Missouri from one end to the’ other in more than one hot 
campaign, and I know the people up there like a book. This man Eliis gives 
us some backwoods types that are true to their environment—there are at 
least a half dozen genuine character creations in his story.” : 
_ “I @idn’t know there were Missourians quite as crude and wild,’’ re- 
marked the High School Teacher, “as those we encounter in ‘Storks Nest.’ 
It seems to me they're rather the sort you’d have met about fifty years ago, 
but who have becoine extinct by this time. Skunk hunters and murderous 
Gounterfeiters and pretty young women who go barefooted and others of that 
ilk, you know.” 

“Get off the railroads and you'll find a few of ’em left,” said the Literary 
Grain Broker. “I used to travel in North Missouri for a grain commission 
house and I’ve found just such people ag these. They're few and far be- 
tween, but they’re still there.”’ 

“The story is distinctly picturesque,” resumed the Artist, “and it’s built 

along strong dramatic lines, too. I don’t believe the author himself realizes 
how powerful an atmosphere of horror and mystery he has thrown around 
the ‘Storkses,' the savage twin brothers with their criminal secret and hypo- 
critical villainy. Bije and Si Stork, in their lonely house with its carefully 
guarded ‘Suake Room, have a distinctly Bronte-esque aspeci—they’re shivery 
folk and youre kept guessing as to what it is they’re hiding from that 
plucky young Benton Cabot so fiercely.” 
“There's a lot of melodrama in the story,’”’ broke in the Old Playgoer. “The 
midnight encounter between Bije Stork and young Cabot, by the flicker of ‘the 
ghost’s’ camp iire, the surring adventure of Cabot and that native girl-heroine, 
Emmy Garrett. afloat on an uprooteu tree in the flood of Grand River, and the 
closing tragedy of the death of Bije and Si Stork in the quicksands, is melo- 
drama from away back.” 

“But it’s pretty skillful melodrama,”” argued the Artist. “It makes you 
thrill, and it has tye stamp of sincerity always. It's a rude and remote region 
that’s pictured, you know, and primitive life is inherently melodramatic.” 

“I find it difficult,” ventured the Girl, ‘‘to imagine a sweet and lovable 
heroine like Emmy Garrett going about barefooted—especially when she places 
one of her bare feet in her sweetheart’s hand in order to reach up for a leaf 
to give him as a memento. Barefooted heroines are certainly a bit difficult’— 


“Yet we had Mary Johnstone’s ‘Audrey’ only a couple of years or more ago, 
you know," interrupted the High School Teacher. ‘They're very fetching, 
these girls of fiction who trot out across the page without shoes or stockings” 

“That's a fine, matural touch,” said the Artist, “where Emmy Garfett, 
realizing her beauty and yearning to be something finer than a backwoods 
girl, coinfides her ambitions to young Cabot, frankly —— ‘Look at me, Ben— 
look good, from my toes to my tuck-comb!" She's a real girl, all right.’’ 

“That’s why I like her,’’ laughed The Girl, “But all through the story I 
was afraid the authur was going to make the blunder of the sudden transfor- 
mation of Emmy into the sort of girl she wanted to be—that’s the mistake 
Mary Johnstone made with ‘Aiidrey,’ you remember. But, thanks be, Emmy 
Garrett doesn’t make any su lightning change~—she’s Emmy Garrett, native 
and natural, to the last, even /jwhen her rich St. Louis uncle comes to claim her 
and educate her into being a' ‘fine lady.’ ”’ 

“There’s good character-drawing in old Hiram Garrett, the skunk hunter, 
with his homely philosophy of the unchangeableness cf human nature,” said 
the Literary Grain Broker. “ ‘When a man or hors or what-not gits backin’ 
at me,’ he says, ‘I jest git out o’ the way. & don’t try to change nobody’s dis- 
position. I calkerlate God, He did all He could for ’em with what He had to 
work on, and jit hain't for me to try to make a better job out of ‘em than 
Him.’ That's sound doctrine, to my mind.” 

“It strikes me,’’ smiled the Old Playgoer, “if you're pointing out character 
hits, that Jim Whitlicks, the lad who's always taking patent medicines and ex- 
pecting the wurst, is rather clever. Also Mrs. 8i Stork, the self-styled ‘jail- 
‘woman,’ who so suddenly and happily bloomed out into an extreme cheerful- 
pes#-.upon learning of her husband's death. She’s the quaintest bit of com- 
edy I’¥V@ encountered for a long time.” 

_ “There's no lack of homely comedy in the book,” agreed the artist. “Tt ex- 
tends even to ‘Methusalem,’ the Garretts’ horse, with his habit of ‘squatting’ 
at inopportune moments, and whose ‘squat’ was so feared as a possibility at 
the funeral of oid Hiram.” 

“All in all, it's a good Missourl story,” said the former Congressman. ‘‘And 
as to the Artist not knowing who Breckenridge Ellis is, I've been told that he’s 
a brother of the editor of the Quincy Wrjg, and that he was born and raised in 
Missouri. So he knows what he’s writing about.’

He stilts his 
language to conform to the time, but his art Is even graceful, and the construc- 
tion of his story is masterly. The story begins with the boy, Byron, thrown by 
a horse over the wall of Newstead Abbey, his ancestral home, and because he 
is unknown, and it is night, being received at the housa with slugs from a blun- 
derbuss. It is a quaint beginning, but a story of Byron must have many such 
pages. His earliest love, Mary Chaworth, is the heroine. She might have made 
his story and her own different, but aS it was the tale had a sad ending. He 
loved many ‘women, yet, through all, she was the dearest to him.

But on their return home they found themselves forced to fight their 
own countrymen, in order to prevent the injustice of having to pay the Al- 
bany Government for iand which ihe 4lready owned as settlers under what 
were called the New Hampshire grants. It is this internecine strife which 
gives Mr. Davenport’s romance its vital interest. There are a number of quaint 
characters in the story, which is an excellent one for young students of his- 
tory.

Margaret Todd after she alighted at 
the Reading Terminal from the New 
York Express in Philadelphia on Friday 
afternoon. Ohne man was talking pleas- 
antly to her. 

William Newall, a watchman at the 
freight yards near where Mrs. Todd's 
body was found, saw a cab approach 
the tracks. The curtains were down 
and the vehicle lights were out. 

Developments of a startling nature are 
coming thick and fast in the investiga- 
‘ion of the mystery that surrounds the 
iregic death of old Mrs. Todd at Phila- 
deiphia on Friday night. 

This news is contained in a dispatch 
from Philadelphia, which further says: 

“Three important facts are brought 


j ,out in the case of aged and weaithy 


Mrs. Todd. ‘These facts detectives say 
went tar to prove that the woman was 
murdered here and her body thrown 
upon the Reading railway tracks near 
Fountain Green. 

“The first of these facts is that two 
men met Mrs. Todd in this city as she 
alighted irom a New York express 
train at the Reading Terminal ac » 
oelock in the evening. They were’ seen 
to conduct her toward a hack, which 
stood just outside the Market street 
entrance of the station. 

“Next a hackman, who was on duty 
in front of the terminal when Mrs. Todd 
arrived, is missing. 

“the third important point is the dis- 
covery of a Heading Railway watch- 
man who heard a vehicle drive rapidiy 
across the raiiread tracks and towaru 
the spot where the boay was afterward 
found two hours before it was discov- 
ered.

The question as to whether the Uni- | 
ted Railways Co. is resmonsible for the > 
obligations of the Transit company js 
now . pending in the Misouri Supreme 
Court and the Federal Court of Appeals. 

In the lower courts, both Federal and 
State, with the exce ption of Judge Raine 
it has been held that the United Ralil- 
ways Co. could not be held Hable. 

Compromise Judgments. 

Judge Henry S. Priest. general coun- 
sel of the United Railways Co., who 
held a similar position with the St. 
Lou's Transit Co., said that the com- 
pany was not proceeding under an ap- 
prehension that the appellate courts 
would decide its contention adversely. 

‘Tt is simply a po.icy the company 
has seen fit to carry out,” said Judge 
Priest. ‘““We feel that where just clains' 
for damages are made we should meet | 
the claimant half way.
